Council will call

Council voted Monday 
night to call for tenders on 
a proposed covered skating 
facility to be situated in 
downtown St, Albert, 

Specifications are to be 
drawn up for a complete 
package, including lighting, 
seating, washroom facilities 
dressing rooms, boards and 
parking, but tenders will only 
be called on what their is 
money to pay for. 


The town has a bylaw on 
its books which will provide 
for $75,000 and the arena 
committee is expected to 
ante up about $17,500 more, 

The cost of the building 
and footings is expected to 
run in the neighborhood of 
$82,000, which will only 
leave $10,000 for extras, 

‘We have to take the bull 
by the horns,’’ Councillor 
John de Bruijn said in make 
ing the motion to call for 
tenders, 

“The Local Authorities 
Board says we can call for 
tenders, let’s call for them,’’ 

He said the tenders should 
be for the complete building 
and deletions could be made 
‘ff it is found we can’t aff 
ord some things.’’ 

The proposed skating fac- 
ility will be situated on a 
strip of land beside and south 
of Imperial Lumber Come 
pany on Perron Street. 

It will be 216 feet long 
and 120 feet wide, 


John X Woodroffe, town 
planner, said there would be 
sufficient parking on the site 
for 150 vehicles, which would 
be more than enough if the 
building did not exceed 1,000 
seating capacity,

Permanent press garments 


Just the other day, I was 
reading an article about per- 
nanent press = the answer 
to all our troning problems! 

Vell, it was so Interest- 
ing that I thought most of 
you homemakers and espe- 
‘lally. ‘‘ironing-clothes’’ 
haters would appreciate its 
findings, The findings were 
yn the proper care of per- 
manent press garments, 

Now == all of us dream of 
a truly NO-IRON garment-- 
one which can be washed, 
dried and worn without even 
a touch-up with the fron 
Well = the garments or mat- 
erials bearing the label - 
“Permanent Press’’ or 
‘Durable Press'’ are the 
most successful finish to 
give us a no-lron garment, 

You'll have to keep in 
mind that durable press gar- 
ments are only “durably 
pressed'' if they are cared 
for in the proper manner! 

One tncorrect way of 
laundering a durable press 
Shirt ts: lst - Wash by hand 
{in HOT water, then wring 
out to remove excess water 
and hang up to dripedry. 

The disastrous result ts 
a shirt that ts so badly 
wrinkled that it has to be 
{roned to be worn, 

Another incorrect washing 
method {s using COLD water 
and washing the shirt by hand 
or machine, The use of cold 
water doesn’t clean satis- 
factorily or remove any 
wrinkles put into the fabric 
during use. 

You'll also find that If you 
machine wash a shirt in 
VERY HOT WATER and 
tumble dry it-«that it may 
need pressing after 8 - 10 
washings, So back to the 
froning again, 

You're probably asking-- 
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well how do you clean solled 
permanent press garments 
and have no froning touche 
ups? 

Well here's the answer in 
Six easy steps. 

1, Launder garments be~ 
fore they become heavily 
sotled and soon after soiling. 

2. Pretreat heavily soiled 
areas with a concentrated 
liquid detergent or a paste 
of a powdered detergent. 

3, Turn garments inside 
out to reduce frosting, 
Frosting ts the color change 
which results from rubbing, 

4. Wash garments in cool- 
est water that will remove 
soll -=- and I didn’t say 
COLD water, So, if hot water 
is necessary to removesoll, 
use {t, but remove garments 
as soon as the spin cycle Is 
completed, 

5. Tumble dry garments 
with the drier set at the 
‘“‘Wash and Wear’ setting. 
This cycle uses cool air in 
the last five minutes of its 
cycle, Remove garments as 
soon as the cycle is finished 
and avoid over-drying, 

6. Do not over-load the 
washer or dryer. 

If you follow these six 
precautions this will ensure 
a wrinkle-free garment. 

REMEMBER to read the 
manufacturer's label before 
you decide to bleach a per- 
manent press garment, Only 
use Chlorine bleach if re- 
commended by the manu- 
facturer, If bleaching Its 
necessary, an oxygen-pow- 
dered bleach may do the 
trick - BUT first read the 
label to see what it recome 
mends, 

Now += what does the fut- 
ure hold in store for us? 

Here's what research has 
to offer: 


1, Permanent Press fab- 
ric of wool and cotton blends, 

2, Stretchy permanent 
press garements ~ This fab- 
ric would be ablend of cotton 
and stretch nylon - It would 
be useful for slacks, 

3, Research {s soon to 
offer Permanent Press gar- 
ments that can be altered, 
at such places as hemlines 
and sleeve cuffs, 

Some companies now put 
out a spray which tempor- 
arily removes the permanet 
press finish, After the alter- 
ation is made, the finish is 
brought back by the heat of 
an {ron, 

Tradenames to look for-- 
which indicate a Permanent 
Press finish are: Tru Press, 
Kor A Tron, Mar Vel Press 
Never-Press.

No Joy in the Market-Place

I feel it in my bones that 
it is pointless to write this 
ill-tempered column, Still-= 
who knows?=-it might just 
catch the eye of one of those 
disgruntled people who are 
accountable for this black 
mood, [f not, it will be thera- 
peutic for me, But enough! 
On with the grouching! 

For most of last week my 
wife and I were on ashopping 
spree, We're remodelling 
Offhand Manor, as I mention=- 
ed in an earlier column, 
Walls are coming down 
Rooms are being re-shaped. 
A new fireplace is going in, 
We are running amok with 
do-it-yourself plans. 

So off we went, hippity- 
hop, to make our selection 
of various panellings and 
floor coverings and assor= 
ted hardware and we were 
like a couple of kids headed 
for the candy store, For 
days we prowled the shops 
and department stores, app= 
raising, selecting, compar- 
ing, touching, feeling, 
squinting. And in no time at 
all the fun of it was no 
longer there, 

In all my life I’d never 
run into such an unbroken 
series of sour, bored, dis= 
agreeable, unc o-operative, 
ho-humming, put-upon 
Salespeople, seemingly de- 
termined to make their lives 
and ours as miserable as 
possible, 

At first I thought -= and 
hoped == that it was simply 
coincidence, But before we 
were through I had to cone 
cede that it was a pattern, 
a fact of life, that the mare 
ket=place has come cold, 
joyless, dismal, 

Time after time the same 
treatment, Men and women 
not really interested in the 
wares put in their charge. 
Unfamiliar with the goods 
and products that occupy all 
thelr working hours, Lacke 
ing even a token of enthus- 
fasm, Unable or unwilling 
to advise or recommend or 
Suggest. Blandly indifferent, 
Often downright reluctant to 
fulfill any function but to 
weap the goods and point 
the way to the credit de- 
partment, 

Oh, there were except- 
fons, of course, notably in 


those smaller specialty 
shops where we made con- 
tact with an owner or part- 
ner or clerk with some 
genuine interest in the en- 
terprise, 

On two particular occa- 
Sions we had the pleasure 
of being attended by men 
who were honestly interest- 
ed in our project ani its 
problems, who had ideas 
from their experience and 
who matched their enthus- 
{asm with our own, A clerk 
in one builders’ supply store 
bundled us into his car and 
took us out to a new home te 
see the kind of fireplace 
brick he figured would go 
well with the room we've 
in mind, 

But seven out of ten were 
zombies, holding back until 
they were actually approach- 
ed with an enquiry, some- 
times unable to disguise 
their irritation at our ine 
decision, desultory in their 
‘this is what we have take 
it or leave it’ attitude, I 
hate the cliche phrase, but 
it was the only one that 
seemed to fit: Couldn’t Care 
Less, 

It must be, I suppose, a 
matter of pride and | sus- 
pect that is becoming the 
element that’s missing all 
too often in those who 
directly serve the public. 

Perhaps there’s a feeling 
that the rewards in pay or 
prestige or the possibilities, 
of advancement are beneath 
those of other jobs. Maybe 
there’s a combination of all 
these things to explain it. 

But surely there must be 
some compensating reward 
in encountering and helping 
people who look to them with 
trust for such basic things 
as good taste or special 
knowledge or familiarity 
with the goods they handle. 

And surely -- especially 
in adepartment store -- such 
an attitude would not only 
make the work seem worth- 
while and engrossing, but 
would lead to promotion as 
it does in any other line, 

I don’t want to wrong those 
men and women who are the 
exceptions, but this was our 
experience, The days may be 
gone when the customer is 
always right, If that’s the 
case we've lost another of 
life’s little pleasures.
